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THE VALUE 
OF THE VEGETABLE GARDEN 


The war and the reconstruction period following it have taught us, as a nation, many things of 
importance; and among others, the great value of the vegetable garden. Thousands of suburban 
dwellers who formerly purchased their vegetables from the nearest store, have been driven by the 
high prices and the scarcity to raise their own supplies of vegetable foods. And further than that 
they now appreciate the fact that there is a vast difference between the fresh vegetables they have 
raised in their own gardens and those purchased from store or market. There is the greatest differ- 
ence in the world between home-grown vegetables gathered fresh in the morning, crisp and tender, and 
those that have made a long journey in wagons to the wholesale market, and thenin the grocer’s 
wagon to his store before completing the last lap to the consumer. 


We issue this our Midsummer Catalogue chiefly because we want to impress upon all our friends 
THE IMPORTANCE OF SOWING VEGETABLE SEEDS IN JUNE, JULY AND AUGUST. It 
has been noted by a keen observer who travels much in New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mass- 
achusetts and Connecticut that some of the best vegetable gardens are planted after the first of June. 


Many varieties of vegetables yield larger crops from summer sown seed, than from spring sown 
seed, because the weather prevailing at the time the young plants attain any size is exactly suited to 
their requirements, and they are able to grow and complete their development without check. Keep 
on sowing rows of Beets until August, as they are always welcome on the table, and store well for winter. 


Plant Bush Beans now and at other times up to August 15th and you will reap additional harvests 
of sweet, tender pods. Sow Sweet Corn every two weeks until July 15th. The early part of Juneis 
the time to sow Cabbage seeds for plants to set out for winter crop. 


Now is the best time in all the year to sow seeds of root crops, such as Carrot, Beet, Turnip and 
Ruta Baga. Sow Ruta Baga in June and Carrot and Turnip in July. The young plants attain 
their true leaves when the weather is favorable to them, and grow right on without a check, conse- 
quently they are tender and palatable. 


For your health’s sake, do not omit to put in more rows of SPINACH, indispensable and neces- 
sary on every table. Sow upto September 15th. Victoria, Thick-Leaved and Long Standing are 
good varieties to plant as they are great heat resisters (see back cover for illustrations.) Don’t waste 
any ground, but in odd corners sowradishes. Red Forcing Radish and Early White Tipped Scarlet 
Turnip Radish succeed well at this time. Putin more sowings of Lettuce up to Aug. 15th. Big Boston 
and Salamander are suitable varieties to sow in summer. Besides the kinds specially mentioned 
there are many other seeds which may be sown during the summer with every assurance of reaping 
bountiful crops and they are listed in the following pages of this catalogue. The varieties marked 
“early’’ should be chosen for late plantings, because they mature more quickly than the varieties 
designated as “‘late.”’

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HOw TO STORE VEGETABLES FOR WINTER USE. aad 


The old saying that ‘‘THE WAY TO HAVE IS TO KEEP,” applies to 4 
vegetables and fruit as well as to money, and there is no doubt that \ 
good economy requires that everything grown beyond what is wanted 

or immediate use should be kept for consumption in winter time. ny 

The best and easiest method of keeping vegetables is by storing " 
in cool cellars or in pits and trenches in the open ground. * 

A low temperature, evenly maintained a little above freezing, and 
a ventilated, slightly moist ‘atmosphere i is the best for keeping most ¢ 
vegetables through the winter. There are, however, exceptions i 
which are detailed below. When one has a ventilated cold cellar 3 
in the house, the cold-storage problem is simplified, but in many 
homes the heat from the furnaces renders it impossible to keep ee 
vegetables for any length of time, so that outside Storage must be a 
resorted to. The simplest outdoor storage is “‘pitting’’ the suitable %

vegetables. An excavation is made in the garden a foot or more . 
in depth and size proportionate to the quantity of products to ps 
be stored. These are piled heaping full, forming a mound or cone 

over which straw or hay should be placed to a depth of 6 or 8 inches 

to protect from early frost. Just before freezing nights begin to 

throw an inch or two of soil over the straw and add a few more 

inches of soil before winter sets in hard. Vegetables keep splendidly 

when properly pitted, the only objection being they are difficult to ” 
get at in severe weather, and for this reason an outdoor cellar is a)" 
preferable. Thisis made by digging an excavation about 2 feet : 
in depth and of dimensions suited to the requirements and loca- 

tion. The sides of the excavation are kept in place by boards 
on edge, held in place by stakes; the upper edge of the boards 
should be a little higher than the level of the ground to permit the 
laying of boars to form a gable roof, the center resting on a ridged 
pole, held by posts 4 to 5 feet high, or the boards may be placed 
directly across without a ridge pole, making the roof flat’ The 
board roof is sufficient protection until severe freezing weather, . 
when hay, straw or leaves are thrown over the roof and a few 

inches of soil added. A door should be provided at one end, for 
convenience. On account of the amount of air contained in a 4 
cellar of this kind very uniform conditions are obtained. Not ¥ 
only may the hardy roots be stored in it, but also Celery, Cab- 4 
bage, Brussels Sprouts, and Leek plants may be placed upright, 

roots on the ground, and will keep in prime condition.

CABBAGE OR CELERY MAY BE STORED IN TRENCHES 


“ROOT CROPS,’’ including Beets, 


Turnips, Carrots, 


Rutabagas, Parsnips, Salsify and Winter Radish. These 
are all easy to keep in either cellar or pit and require more 
moisture than Potatoes. So they are best packed in sand, 
light soil or spaghnum moss moistened. They should be 
dug before severe frost. Cut off the tops to within an inch 
of the root, but leave the roots on. Parsnips and Salsify 
may also be left out where they grew and dug for use when 
the ground thaws out. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS. Pull the plants after frost, 
leaving roots on. Stand upright on soil in the outdoor 
cellar. 


CABBAGE requires to be kept in moist cold. Pull the 
plants, leaving all leaves, stems and dirt on. Place close 
together, heads down in a trench 1 foot deep. Cover with 6 
inches of straw and before freezing weather add 3 or 4 inches 
of soil, and before winter sets in increase the soil, covering to 
a foot in thickness. Cabbage may also be stored in the out- 
door cellar, standing them upright, the roots on soil. 


CELERY requires to be kept as cool as possible without 
freezing. For early winter use, it should be partially 
blanched in the garden; but for later winter use, it should be 
put away green. Store aslateas possible, but before freezing. 
One method is to dig a trench as deep as the Celery is high 
and as narrow as possible to pack the Celery snugly in an 
upright position, roots on the soil. Cover with straw, hay 
or leaves, then add 6 to 8 inches of soil _ In the outdoor 
cellar it is stood up with roots on moist soil. In the house 
cellar store the Celery innarrow boxes or barrels not quite 
the height of the plants. A few inches of damp soil or sand is 
placed in the bottom; pack the celery in upright with roots 
in contact with the sand; pack moderately tight to exclude 
the air so the Celery will not wilt. The moist sand 
at the roots will sustain it. The soil should be | 
watered as often as needed to keep it from dry- 
ing out—but water through holes about 8 inches 
apart bored through the boxes just above the soil 2 
or sand—do not wet the foliage or stalks. Thus SS 
packed and the boxes placed in a cool cellar, Celery will 
blanch and be fit to use in four to seven weeks, according 
to the variety.

Store green; leave roots and leaves on; place close together, stand- 
ing with roots on soil or sand in the outdoor cellar or trench, like Celery. 


: When cured remove tops 
and store on slatted shelves or in trays in a cold airy, frost- 
proof loft or room. Damp air causes Onions to sprout. 


POTATOES, if dug in mild weather, are best left on the 
ground ina heap and covered with straw or hay to keep the 
sun off. Before freezing weather store in dry, coldcellaror pit, 


PUMPKIN, SQUASH and SWEET POTATOES keep 
best in the dry atmosphere of a loft or room at about 45 
degrees. If warmer they lose weight; if moist they rot. 
Gather before frost and leave the stems on. 


SPINACH, WINTER, remaining in the garden should be 


covered, after the ground has lightly frozen, with straw or hay 
to a depth of about 6 inches to check successive freezing and 
thawing. CORN SALAD may be treated in the same way. 


TOMATO. Large, unripened fruits are laid without 


touching each other on excelsior, hay or straw, to permit 
circulation of air about them. Place in the shade in room 
of moderate temperature and they will continue to ripen and 
color up, sometimes lasting until Christmas. 

A well-known tomato grower, says that the best way of 
preserving Tomatoes for winter use is to place Tipe and 
sound fruits in a stone crock and pour over them cold very 
strong brine. Cover the crock with a cotton cloth held in 
place by an paver plate. They will keep from four to 
six months if they 
are treated in the PIPE LORS, 
manner above 
described.

Notwithstanding their individual 
charm, they are most effective when planted in a mixed border, where by arranging them according to height, color and 
season of flowering, an attractive display may be had from the earliest days of spring, all through the summer, and even 
after the first frosts herald the approach of winter. And so, week by week, as sure as the season revolves such a border 
will present new charms and revive old ones, the beauty of it growing with ever-increasing interest. Perennials are 
generally raised from seed sown from early spring to about August Ist, in the latitude of New York. Treated thus, they 
make strong plants which may be planted in a permanent situation early enough in the fall to enable them to winter safely, 
In some instances plants will flower the first year from seed if sown quite early, but nearly all require a year to reach their 
best development. 

Hardy gardening is becoming more popular in America every year. To meet the increasing demand for seeds of peren- 
nial plants we append a list of the leading sorts, which if sown this summer will produce plants that will flower next season. 
Biennials grow from seed one year, bloom and die the next. Perennials last for several years, blooming annually from seed 
after the first season. Cultural directions are printed on each packet.
